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Special Meeting To 
Resolve The Six 
Remaining Items

Selectman William Dalton, at Monday 
night’s meeting of the board, called for a 
Special Town Meeting, to be held on June 
15, in order to address five of the six arti- 
cles left on the warrant at the time this 
year’s town meeting was “‘dissolved.”’ 

The only article, in addition to John 
Doyle’s five, that was not acted on, Arti- 
cle 88, requesting $16,500 for Abbot St. 
curbing, will not be addressed until next 
spring, due to the fact that it is a budget- 
~™“ary article. 

‘There’s a degree of discomfort....E- 
verybody would prefer that those arti- 
cles were acted on,” said Dalton, adding 
that the motion to dissolve was, in fact, 
legal. “I thought it was appropriate—we 
had lost a quorum,” he said, and it was 
unlikely that one could have been ob- 
tained at the time 

Daiton then addressed a letter printed 
in the TOWNSMAN last week, written by 
the Andover League of Women Voters’ 
President Jean Salazar. 

Dalton disagreed with one point of Sa- 
iazar’s in particular. Salazar com- 
mented that voters were confused about 
__the meaning of the word ‘‘dissolve,” but 
Dalton contended that a citizen did re- 
quest an explanation, and-one was pro- 
vided by Town Counsel Alfred Daniels. 

Selectman Charles Wesson added an- 
other reason for “dissolving” the meet- 
ing—-April 27 would have been the 
“edi liest possible night to continue, con- 
sidering the availability of the Collins 
Center, the reiigious holidays and spring 
vacations. 

Dalton then suggested that two articles 
be added to the warrant for the Special 
Town Meeting—one to reduce the quo- 
rum from 350, or only require a quorum 
at the outset of town meeting, and one to 
institute a fall town meeting to address

Barn Museum To Open

Behind that elegant white fence on Main 
Street stands one of the Andover Historical So- 
ciety’s nicest surprises, the Barn Museum. 

The Barn Museum, scheduled to open for the 
season on Sunday, May 3, from 2 p.m. to 4 p.m., 
houses the society’s large and varied collection 
of the tools necessary for rural life in New En- 
gland a century or more ago. There is an admis- 
sion fee for non-members. 

From eel forks for fishing in the Merrimack to 
fluting irons so Andoverites could look their best 
at Sunday meeting, from hand-decorated Bal- 
lardvale stoneware in a tupperware-less age to 
ice tongs for gathering a summer’s supply of ice 
from Pomp’s Pond, the Barn Museum is And- 
over’s attic. 

But what an attic! Everything is organized 
around different themes of early life. The ardu- 
ous domestic duties of the housewife are well- 
illustrated by the tools of her trade, many of 
which are no longer familiar today.

The Fidelio Society of Abbot and Phillips Aca- 
demy will celebrate the 100th anniversary of the 
founding of this choral group on Saturday, May 
2, at 7:15 p.m. in a concert, sponsored by the 
Phillips Academy music department, in the 
Timken Room in Graves Hall. The concert will 
include alumni who were singers in the society 
after 1975. The public is welcome to attend the 
concert and reception which follows. 


The oldest continuing musical organization in 
Andover, with the exception of the town’s 
church choirs, the Fidelio Society was founded 
at Abbot Academy in 1887 by Samuel Morse 
Downs, teacher of piano. He was choral dirctor 
at Abbot and Bradford Academies for nearly 50 
years, in some years teaching as many as 70 
aspiring Abbot pianists at a time. Downs was 
also the organist at Boston’s South Church and a 
composer who, beginning in 1876, organized a 
yearly series of concerts for Andover at his own 
financial risk (and sometimes loss). A contem- 
porary has written that students were devoted to 
this small, quick man whose “humor and cour-

tesy were his only weapons of discipline.” It is 
testimony to his indispensability (or perhaps to 
the bargaining power of male teachers) that 
Downs was paid more for his part-time work 
than any Abbot principal of his era. 

Soon after he retired in 1905, the Fidelio Socie- 
ty was taken over by Walter Howe and then by 
Kate Friskin, a professonal pianist and long- 
time Abbot teacher, until her retirement in 1961. 
As a student singer now says of Friskin’s direc- 
tion, ‘From the very first day, she expected 
real music from us. This is not what you ask of 
children.”’ 

When Abbot and Phillips Academies merged 
in 1973, Fidelio became the new school’s small a 
capella audition choir, adapting its size to the 
rich musical opportunities offered by Renais- 
sance madrigals and motets. Its repertoire, un- 
der its eighth and present director, Susan Lloyd, 
combines Renaissance works with an occasional 
Duke Ellington piece, a cycle of Brahms vocal 
quartets or a series of African freedom songs. 
This year’s student co-directors are Gilbert W. 
Gimm and Janet Susan McIntosh.

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Raytheon Earnings Increase 


Raytheon Company reported a 10.3 percent increse in earnings and a 15.1 percent 
increase in earnings per share on a sales increase of 1.4 percent in the first quarter of 
1987, compared with the same period last year. 

Earnings for the quarter were $101.8 million, or $1.37 per share, and sales were 
$1.750 billion. In the first quarter of 1986, the company earned $92.3 million, or $1.19 
per share, on sales of $1.725 billion. 

The increase in earnings for the quarter was due to improved operating perfor- 
mance and lower taxes, while earnings per share were further enhanced through 
fewer shares outstanding. 

Sales increases in electronics, major appliances and other lines were offset by 
decreased sales in energy services and aircraft products, all compared to first quar- 
ter sales a year ago. 

Electronics, led by electronic defense systems, remained the largest contributor to 
company sales and profits. Major appliances continued to perform strongly, with 
Amana setting the pace. 

The general aviation market remained weak. Although sales of Beech Aircraft 
were down, operating performance was improved compared with the first quarter of 
1986 due to continued cost reduction efforts. 

The decrease in energy services sales was primarily due to the winding down of

These factors were partially offset by sales from Stearns Catalytic, acquired by 
United in the fourth quarter of 1986. 

Sales increased in all areas of other lines. 

The company’s funded backlog of U.S. government orders stood at $5.206 billion 
compared with $5.922 billion at the end of March last year. The total backlog was 
$7.520 billion versus $7.912 billion last year. A $3.55 billion contract covering five 
years of production for the Patriot air defense system was awarded to Raytheon 
shortly after the close of the first quarter. The funded first-year increment of $948.8 
million will be included in the company’s backlog for the second quarter. 

Earnings per share are based on the average number of shares outstanding during 
the period. In the first quarter this year, average shares outstanding were 74.2 million 
compared with 77.8 million in the same period last year. Raytheon purchased 4.2 
million shares of its stock during 1986. 

Provisions for federal and foreign income taxes in the frst quarter were $55.9 mil- 
lion in 1987 and $59 million in 1986. The effective tax rate was 35.4 percent in 1987 
versus 39 percent in 1986. 

Total employment at the end of March was 75,300.

- Reduced Parking Requirements 
Asked For Business Addition 


A public hearing was held in regard to 
a petition for a reduction in re- 
quirements of a General Business dis- 


trict, submitted by Georgina Lane and 
Shirley Labrie, for 42 Park St., the site of 
the Town Grille and a dry cleaners’, at 
Tuesday night’s meeting of the Planning 


The owners hope to build a 6,000 
square foot addition to the present struc- 
ture and to use some $100,000, revenue 
from the rental of space in the addition, 
to refurbish the existing structure. 

Bill O’Neill, of O’Neill & Associates ar- 
chitectural firm, explained that if the ad- 
dition were 3,000 square feet, they would 
be able to meet the parking require- 
ments, but that that size addition would 
not be cost effective and would not gen- 
erate enough income to allow the owners 
to refurbish the existing structure as 


planned. 

O’Neill continued, commenting that 
the addition would “radically change the 
appearance of the building, could in- 
crease the incentive of nei rs to up- 
grade their property...increase business 
potential for others in the Central Busi- 
ness District...and increase tax revenues 
to the town.” 

When board member Paul Curley 
questioned O’Neill regarding other de- 
signs that would allow the owners to 
come closer to meeting the parking re- 
quiements, O’Neill answered that no oth- 
er designs that were affordable would 
add more than three more spaces than 
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=— structure spaces to 
ir property lines and wanting specific 
information regarding a zone. 


stockade fencing could be provided. 

Head Planner Nancy Jeton was asked 
about the possible impact of more busi- 
nesses on the already over-crowded 
parking conditions in the Central Busi- 
ness Disrict. Jeton’s response was that 
the current businesses located at 42 Park 
St. do not receive the brunt of their cus- 
tomers during the middle of the day—the 
time when parking is hardest to find in 
the area.

Selectmen Examine Parking

Quorums And Meetings 


Selectmen this week decided to call a special 
town meeting in order to finalize the annual 
session which was dissolved with about eight 
articles remaining. 

It is a wise and judicious move which will 
remove any doubts about the legality of the 
closing of the 1987 annual town meeting. Such 
action was suggested by the Andover League of 
Women Voters a week ago and supported here 
editorially. 

The warrant for the special session was opened 
Monday night and will remain open until the 
meeting of the selectmen next week. 

Already there are additional items being 
suggested for insertion. Selectman William 
Dalton has asked that the town consider 
eliminating the quorum requirement after the 
opening session of town meeting. Also, Dalton 
wants consideration of a fall town meeting to act 
on non-budgetary items. Both seem unnecessary. 

As for the quorum issue, it has been debated 
from time to time and consistantly been 
maintained at the 350 level. 


There was a time when town meeting was 
asked to consider establishing a quorum based on 
the percentage of registered voters, a level 
almost too difficult to attain. 

Feeling is that the 350 voters needed to transact 
the town’s business is a fair number. If the 

scommunity cannot produce 350 people interested 
in overseeing the town’s business, then the whole 


business of town meeting ought to be looked at 
carefully and even dropped. 

Consider, for instance, the removal of the 350 
requirement after the initial session. It is entirely 
possible that on the second night of town meeting 
there could be as little as ten to 25 people present 
to act on such matters as million dollar projects. 
While that might never happen, elimination of 
the quorum requirment makes it entirely 
possible. 

It is strongly suggested here that the quorum 
figure remain where it is as long as the open town 
meeting concept is maintained in Andover. 

As for the fall town meeting, several years ago 
a bylaw was adopted making it mandatory for a 
fall town meeting. 

Originally designed to accommodate planning, 
zoning and non-financial items, the fall session 
soon became involved in such things as new 
schools and other major money items. 

Then, once the major projects were out of the 
way, interest waned in the fall session with the 
result that the town administrators decided that 
such a session was unnecessary. 

The bylaw was removed, with the 
understanding that if pressing business required 
town meeting action, selectmen could call a 
special session or citizens could petition for 
same. 

That is how the matter was left and, frankly, 
there doesn’t seem to be any need of changing 
now.

CLASS Back In Action 


Some time has passed since natural di- 
Saster temporarily closed down pro- 
grams at Andover’s Citizens’ League for 
Adult Special Services (C.L.A.S.S.). 
With help from friends in the commu- 
nity, the training/day program for re- 
tarded adults has averted potential 
business and human disaster—and is 
now operating full-bore, albeit from 
three different locations. 

C.L.A.S.S., which serves 108 area adult 
clients with varying degrees of mental 
and physical handicaps, is located on the 
lower floors of a renovated factory build- 
ing at 16 Haverhill Street in Shawsheen 
Village. During the flood, the basement 
offices of the organization were inun- 
dated with flood waters from the nearby 
Shawsheen River. During the flooding, 
plumbing in the rest rooms also backed 
up, adding contamination to the destruc- 
tion wrought by the water itself. 

For three days, according to Executive 
Director Robert McCaffrey, the organi- 
zation had to close its doors to clients, 
while staff fought to drain and clean the 
facilities. He estimates that the pro- 
grams lost approximately $11,500 per 
day in payroll and client services reve- 
nues during the crisis. 

Community support mobilized quickly 
for the organization. Before the waters 
had ebbed, the Rev. Alexander Daily, a 
C.L.A.S.S. board member, offered space

for programs formerly held in the base- 
ment—those involving the most pro- 
foundly disabled clients—in his North 
Andover church, St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church. 

Other donors offered in-kind contribu- 
tions of cleaning and temporary office 
space; by the Thursday after the storm, 
the organization was once again operat- 
ing—from three different locations. 

At Haverhill Street, 84 clients are 
continuing to receive services in space 
on the first floor. The basement is still 
being cleaned and sanitized; McCaffrey 
estimates that it will be suitable for reoc- 
cupation in about 30 days. 

In the meantime, the program for se- 
verely handicapped clients will continue 
to operate in the parish hall at St. Paul’s. 

The administrative offices have moved 
to temporary quarters at 1 Parker St. in 
Lawrence. 

“T think, overall, we’ve recovered ni- 
cely from the crisis created by the 
flood,” says C.L.A.S.S. Director of Man- 
agement Services Don Ravenelle. ‘We 
were at 100 percent operation within one 
week of having to vacate 50 percent of 
our space; we’ve been extremely fortu- 
nate to have the cooperation of the 
local communities we serve.”’ 

Ravenelle commends his staff for their 
flexibility in the face of the emergency, 
and for the many extra hours they put in

These include Union National 
Bank, BayBank and the Bank of Boston, 
who have given cash relief for the re- 
placement of some of the equipment ru- 
ined by the flood; Andover Office Center, 
Diconix Co. and Yankee Alliance, who 
offered temporary office space and 
phone services during the crisis; St. 
Paul’s Church, Van Carroll Associates 
and Corporate Image, who have given 
temporary space and furnishings for the 
ongoing operation of the administration 
and programs; Environmental Mainte- 
nance Services, Upkeep Cleaning, and 
Dundee Park Properties, who donated 
cleaning services, wet vacs and pumps; 
A.T.& T, who will provide some replace- 
ment furniture; and Copy Labs, who 
“rescued”’ the organization’s copy equip- 
ment and transported it to safer quar- 
ters.
